Cater Predicts 
Kennedy Stand

“The greatest challenge facing 
the new president is the concept 
of long-range planning,” Doug- 
lass Cater said Wednesday at the 
sixth and final Institute of World 
_ Affairs. - 

Cater, 
Reporter magazine, said the new 
idea of investing in foreign pro- 
grams which will bring slow re- 
turns will be an essential part of 
this long-range policy. 


He said it is not possible to . 


compare President-elect Ken- 


‘nedy’s problems with those of - 


past administrations, as the nat- 
ure of the challenge is entirely 
different and cannot be Isolated 
into emergencies which may ae 
- mét by crash programs. 

He observed that domestic 
problems, such as inflation and 
armament, and foreign problems, 

‘such as relations with new na- 
tions, are interrelated. These, he 
said, must be met by a president 
who is both a “politician and a 
poet, able to. touch the heart- 
strings of the people.” 

Cater predicted that’ Kennedy. 
as President will meet his chal- 
lenge by stepping up expenditures 
for new weapons to maintain a 
carefully achieved stalemate. 


He said whe new president must 
We constantly looking for means 
of reducing world tension with- 
out losing sight 6f the “schizo- 
phrenic nature of Russian in- 
trigues and changeability.” 


Cater reported that Russians 


are developing a great faith in 


their cause. He said that Khrus- 
chev. is an “arrogant and dedi- 
cated man” who is totally preoc- 
cupied with the future of -his 
country, and that the most press- 
ing need for American: people to- 
day is to. believe just as strong- 


ly that the U.S, has somethiie ;
